Antioch's Hiram Buttrick Sawmill in Gage Brothers 
Park is more than an ingenious and beautiful work of art 
in its rustic setting, with a huge waterwheel thai powers. a 
timber-cutting saw. 

It's the work of over 1,000 people from Anlioch, a 
community project that brought together labor, talent and 
resources for the past two years. 

"The people of the village made the sawmill possible," 
Walt Shepard, project coordinator, said. "Roughly 350 
individuals came down and physically gave their labor 
ion consecutive— weekends) and over 1~000 people 
participated by donating materials and funds lot the 
project.". rg , 

FROM A DISTANCE, an observer can wilnessa wooden 
structure atop a stone base connected to waterwheel .., 18 
feet in diameter and four feet wide.. It weighs about three 



tons. \~ 

The wheel scoops water from Sequoil Creek, which is 
fed by the overflow from Little Silver and Loon lakes. 
When the wheel needs to gain speed a gate is opened near 
it. That lets more water in and when supervisors want to 
stop the wheel they close the gate, which cuts off water 
flow. 

.THE SETTING IS breathtaking; something like a 

return to the 1830's when Buttrick first constructed the ■ 

sawmill thai gave Anlioch its start. A wooden fence 

surrounds it and the_ pond's. edges are lined with smooth 

stones,, each set in place by hand.

The primary pulley is 30 inches wide and wasdonated 
from people in Canada, Shepard said.
